Heat Is A 
Burden To 
Human Heart 


The extreme heat of a sultry 
summer day can mean more 
than just an ordinary incon- 
venience to the elderly heart 
patient, 

On the basis of a study done 
at Tulane University School of 
Medicine, the Alabama Heart 
Association is urging that heart 
patients (and their families) 
be made aware of the dangers 
of heat and humidity to their 
health as well as how to cope 
with them. 


The study showed that ex- 


treme heat as well as extreme 
cold, results in an increased 
death rate of those already 
suffering from cardiovascular 
or related diseases, 

In addition, the doctors who 
conducted the study -- Drs. 
George E. Burch and Thomas 
D. Giles -- emphasized that 
the condition of a patient with 
any type of heart disease, or 
any symptoms related to a lack 
of blood supply to the heart, 
is made worse by a hot or 
humid environment. 

When the temperature rises, 
it is the job of the cardio- 
vascular system to maintain 
regular body heat. Since re- 
gulation of extreme heat throws 
an excessive stress onthe heart 
of even the healthy individual, 
the heart patient is especiall 
threatened, 

AIR CONDITIONING 

But, in the study, all patients 
were relieved when they re- 
turned to a comfortable envir- 
onment. 

The study, according to the 
Alabama Heart Association, 
suggests heart patients follow 
these general rules so as to 
avoid the heat: 

* Outside physical activity 
should be scheduled as to avoid 
particularly hot times of day, 
and severely disabled patients 
must remain especially quiet 
when heat and humidity are 
high. 

* Air conditioning is ess- 
ential and patients should not 
suddenly move from air-cond- 
itioning to the outside heat. 

* When air-conditioning is 
not available, large fans should 
be used, 

* The patients should wear 
loose light clothing and should 
sponge themselves to facilitate 
the loss of body heat. 

* Heart patients should not 
indulge in hot baths, sunbathing 
or numerous other activities 
that are permissable for those 
with well-functioning hearts. 
ADVICE TO HEALTHY 

The same measures, some- 
what modified should be taken 
by people with a norimal card- 
iovascular system, the doctors 
concluded. 


Attempting a vigorous com- 
petitive sport, such as tennis, 
on a hot and humid day could 
prove fatal for a person ‘not 
in shape’ or in a relatively 
poor state of health.

Official Vote 
Count Released 


Approximately 41 percent of 
the qualified voters in Coffee 
County took time out to cast 
a ballot for the Democratic 
Primary run-off election. In 
the days leading up to the el- 
ection, as one observer so aptly 
worded it, ‘You can’t get a 
good argument going around 
Elba if you insist in. talking 
about County Politics.’’ 

At stake in the election were 
the three newly created County 
Commissioner seats in District 
four. Winning berths and the 
right to face Republican op- 
position in Novermber were Don 
Smith in Place 1, Bennie C, 
Beckham in Place 2 and O. V. 
Waters in Place 3. Again, 
all three face Republican op- 
position in November. 

In Place 1 of District 4, 
the official tally gives DonSmith 
an overwhelming victory over 
his opponent W. T. McKinney 
with 4571 votes to McKinney’s 
2199 votes. 

Place two pitted Bennie Beck- 
ham against Roy Sims and 
Beckham came out the victor 
in that race. He lead Sims 
3722 to 3197 according to the 
official tally. 

O. V. Waters in Place three 
was the victor with the nar- 
rowest margin. He polled 3624 
while his opponent Max J. 
Reeves polled 3372. 

In other races Coffee County 
was in harmony with the rest 
of Alabama in overwhelmingly 
voting to unseat incurnbant Pu- 
blic Service Commissioner 
President Bull Conner. The 
County voted 4863 for Ham- 
mond and 1896 for Conner. 

In the race for Supreme Jus- 
tice, James Faulkner led Mrs. 
Shores in Coffee County 3312 
to 2687 and at press time was 
leading statewide also. : 

Even though Wendall Mitchell 
led in Coffee County by 3625 
to 3389, he lost out in the 
district to Ben C. Reeves of 
Eufala. 

Coffee County joined the rest 
of Alabama in approving the 
Amendment #1 which delt with 
ad valorem tax.

Board Of Education Hold Open 
Meeting In Courtroom 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education held an open meet- 
ing on Friday morning, May 
26th and annout{ced the final 
decisions on the new school 
bus policies! It was the com- 
bined decision of each school 
system (Elba and Enterprise) 
the county schools and the 
county board of education, to 
leave the routes as proposed 
in March. 

The board stated that the 
present overlapping of bus 
routes was costing the county 
approximately $40,000 each 
school year. The state’s part 
of the bus financing covers 
only 80% of the necessary ex- 
penses thus leaving 20% for 
the county to provide. 

The Enterprise City School 
System and the Elba School 
System agreed to fund their 
share of the loss in busing 
county students to city schools. 
This will leave the county still 
paying a make-up of $25,000. 

Members of the concerned 
parents group who have been 
meeting with the board mem- 
bers and attempting to work out 
a desirable plan for both parties 
stated, ‘‘that they were being 
discriminated against.’’ It was 
announced that rural students 
will be brought to city school 
systems by some means - the 
parents intend to truck them in 
if necessary - but they intend 
for their children to attend 
the city school systems. 

The county board of education 
intends to improve the quality 
of education inthe county school 
systems and the new bus routes 
will bring up the enrollment, 
according to a board member’s 
statement. 

Five buses will be discon- 
tinued and sold at public auction. 

The pick-up and boundaries 
have been decided upon but 
other students coming to the 
pick or boundary areas will 
be bused to city schools. Each 


. 
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child will be provided trans- 
portation to a school but they 
have a choice to accept it. If 
they choose not to accept the 
county provided transportation 
then they must provide their 
own transportation to the 
schools or pick-up areas where 
buses will then take them to 
the desired school. 

The board was asked if they 
were hiring teachers to improve 
the quality of education at the 
county schools - then why not 
take those funds and pay for 
the busing expenses of students 
to the city systems? The board 


‘stated that the state pays the 


teachers’ salaries not the 
county board of education. 
These finances received from 
the state could not be placed 
on busing expenses. 

Many of the questions 
brought before the board were 
the same as had been presented 
in previous meetings. The con- 
cerned parents still felt that 
the questions were not answered 
in the right manner and some 
were left unanswered. 

It was posed before the board 
- ‘‘the question of overlapping.”’ 
One individual had two buses 
going past his home to two dif- 
ferent school. His children had 
been attending New Brockton 
High School. But under the re- 
zoning his children would get on 
the bus and attend another 
county school. Both buses would 
go directly in front of his home 
- he then would have to let 
them change schools or take 
the students to the proposed 
pick-up where they would be 
bused to New Brockton. They 
would not be permitted to catch 
the New Brockton bus which 
would pass their home. The 
county bus would also be cross- 
ing a bridge that has been con- 
demned for years. 

Many of the parents felt that 
the board was more concerned 
with the schools rather than 
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the better education of the child. 

One student would have to 
walk and catch a bus in order 
to be able to attend a city 
school system or take a loss 
on band instruments which he 
would be unable to use at the 
school he was rezoned to at- 
tend. 

It was pointed out to the 
board that at some of the pick- 
up areas approximately 75 stu- 
dents will be boarding. It will 
then take more than one pick- 
up bus. They asked wouldn’t 
it cost approximately the same 
for the buses to make the com- 
plete routes as were madedur- 
ing the 1971-72 school term. 

A very dissatisfied parent 
said that if the final decision 
was rezoning then why not cut 
the city buses off at the city 
limits and let each county child 
take care of himself. In either 
case - many parents will be 
transporting their child to the 
school of their choice. 

It was suggested by one of 
the concerned parents that the 
community help with the lacking 
funds. 

One point brought out was 
that if children are brought to 
the pick-up areas the county 
will receive the 80% cost from 
the State. It was stated that 
rather than have the county 
receive this money andthe par- 
ent have to transport the child 
any length of distance that they 
would just bring them on into 
the school. 

Another factor was if some 
children are transported to city 
schools and the county buses 
make their designated runs - 
the county will be transporting 
only small numbers of students. 
Thus creating a larger loss of 
money for the county funds. 

The group of concerned par- 
ents planned a meeting for Mon- 
day night at 7:30 in the Victoria 
Community Building. A mem- 
ber of the State Board of Ed- 


ucation was scheduled to attend. 
The group thought a State Board 
member was to attend the meet- 
ing held on Friday. Present for 
the Friday morning meeting 
were: Mr. Harvey Locklar, 
County Superintendent of Edu-. 
cation; Mrs. Martha Kate Mar- 
tin, secretary, county board of 
education; Mr. Mar. onSanders, 
Mr. W. H. Taylor, Mr. W. R. 
Fuller, Mr. Frank Britt and 
Mr. Charles Mallory, county 
board of_education members; 


and principles and sup2rintend- 


ents of each city and county 
school, aloong with approx- 
imately seventy-five concerned 
parents. 


MONDAY NIGHT MEETING 


Members of the concerned 
parents group gathered again 
on Monday night with a State 
of Alabama Board of Education 
member. : 

A good group discussion was 
carried on and the decision of 
re-approaching the county 
board of education was decided 
upon. The group will meet again 
with the board members and 
ask for a reconsideration ofthe 
routes and will propose thatthe 
parent’s group help provide the 
lacking funds. 

The group discussed with the 
state board member the pro- 
cedure for combining the three 
school systems in _ Coffee 
County. The group felt that if 
the 2 city school systems and 
the. county school system were 
united that better educational 
facilities would be provided for 
all concerned. A bill would 
have to be placed before the 
state legislature by a Coffee 
County representative and 
passed by a majority of its 
members before such a com- 
bining procedure could be per- - 
formed.

Dear Ferrin: 

As of June one I am resign- 
ing as representative of the 
American Red Cross for West 
Coffee County. This of course 
leaves every service man from 
this area without any represent- 
ation from Red Cross. 

Your attitude toward Red 
Cross is not unique and you 
will probably breathe a sigh of 
relief, but our service men will 
panic. 

You probably wonder why I 
am resigning then - I'll tell 
you. 

For twenty years I have as- 
sisted our service men twenty- 
four hours each and every day. 
As. long as Mrs. Windham was 
physically able she worked as 
I did but when she had to stop 
I had to do it alone. In Novem- 
ber of 1971 when illness made 
it necessary for me to be out 
of town it was impossible for 
me to find an adult that would 
assume my responsibility. It 
was then necessary for my 
children to certify the need 
for an emergency leave, cert- 
ifty deaths, make health and 
welfare reports, transmit 
funds and attend the other duties 
of this office. 

Finally through some sort of 
mixup a message was not re- 
ceived or’ not transmitted toa 
serviceman. I did not, at the 
time and do not now, think it 
fair to inject a man’s work on 
a child and I feel we can no 
longer give our servicemen the 
type service I know they de- 
serve. 

In the twenty years I have 
done this volunteer work, I can 

count on two hands the help 
I have had. Like you, Ferrin, 
all too many say, ‘‘I don’t like 
Red Cross.’’ Let me tell you 
what they did - - ‘‘None of 
you wanted to become involved 
and fell back on an experience 
(excuse) you probably did not 
have all of the facts to reach 
a proper conclusion. None of 
you would take thetimeto listen 
to me tell you how much Red 
Cross does for our very own 
fellows from our very owntown 
and immediate areas. 

Fund drives never really got 
off the ground, publicity or ed- 
ucation never got beyond bare 
facts. No one but our service- 
men can begin to realize what 
my resignation will mean not 
to the people here, but to them. 

I am hoping this letter will 
rouse some good citizen to come 
forward and assume my former 
responsibilities. Some good cit- 
izen will make a donation to 
help with our phone bill, and 
some person will help ‘‘show 
the people who ‘‘hate’’ (or are 
complacent) Red Cross just how 
much we have done for our fel- 
lows in the past twenty years. 
I can’t do it alone any more.

Information About Credit 


And Collections 


As long as a businessman 
accepts his customers’ credit, 
he will have the need for some 
sort of collection effort. The 
two most common types of col- 
lection policies found in retail 
stores are liberal cred are 
collection and strict credit/lib- 
eral collection. The business- 
man must remember that as 
long as his customers think of 
credit as a service rather than 
a privilege, he may have troub- 
lesome collection problems. 

Three-fourths of credit con- 
sumers pay their debts with 
reasonable promptness. The 
remaining one-fourth will be 
somewhat slow and need mild 
pressure placed upon them. 
Usually only one out of one 
hundred persons will abuse his 
credit and prove himself 
unworthy of further credit pur- 
chases. 

A general collection system 
may be divided into four st- 
ages. each one slightly more 
costly than the preceding one. 
The: impersonal routine stage 
involves person awaiting notice 
for payment, those who honest- 
ly overlooked making payment, 
ones whoare financially embar- 
rassed, on a temporarily basis 
and the careless and procast- 
ing debtor. Collection devices 
used in this stage are state- 
ments inserts with statements 
or stickers on the statements, 
and form letters which give a 
gentle reminder about the 
balance due. 

The second stage is that of 
impersonal appeals to debtors. 
Included are those who honest- 
ly overlooked making payments 
(on a recurring basis), careless 
or procattating persons, those 
temporarily financially embar- 
rased, persons who overbought, 
one who have an accident or 
other misfortune which has al- 
tered their financial situation 
temporarily, and debtors who 
dispute the amount and cor- 
rectness oftheir account. Form 
letters asking for an explana- 
tion or reminding the person 
of taking pride in his credit 
rating are frequently used in 
this stage. Special efforts are 
useful and are commonly made 
by telephone, telegram, or spe- 
cial letters: registered, special 
delivery and return receipt. 

The personalized appeals 
Stage is used against debtors 
who have overbought, who are 
facing eventual insolvency, who 


are in prolonged financial 
trouble due to an accident or 
misfortune, for persons who 
still are disputing the correct- 
ness of the account, and for 
those who have no intent to 
pay (frauds). A personal col- 
lector is usually sent to see 
the person, or he may telephone 
or send a telegram. Personal 
letters may also be sent to 
the debtor, his employer, or 
to the local credit bureau. 

The final stage involves 
drastic or legal action against 
the same type of debtors ad- 
dressed in the personalized ap- 
peals_ stage. At this point 
customer good will is disre- 
garded and full efforts at 
debt collections are made. An 
honest person who is tempor- 
arily unable to make his ob- 
ligations may be given an ex- 
tension agreement. This may 
be done by adding a service 
charge to the amount due or 
by converting the balance due 
to a note due at a specified 
time with a carrying orservice 
charge added. 

Other steps which may be 
taken are turning the account 
over to a collection agency, 
garnishing wages and wage as- 
signments and _ reposession. 
Garnishment exists in some 
form or other in almost every 
state, but it requires a court 
order to be used. A wage 


assignment may be signed at 
the time of purchase stating 
that in the event of non-pay- 
ment the business may claim 
a certain portion of the debt- 
ors income as payment. This 
can be done without a court 
order and an employer is gen- 
erally bound to recognize the 
terms of the agreement. Be- 
fore attempting garnishment 
and wage assignment, however, 
be sure to consult an attorney 
for the legal provisions of the 
state involved. 

When all other methods -fail 
a businessman may resort to 
a settlement through a Small 
Claims Court or by a law suit. 
If the debt is relatively small 
and within the limits of the 
small Claims Court, this can 
be a less expensive and still 
effective means of payment. An 
attorney must be consulted to 
decide if a law suit is logi- 
cal in the case at hand. The 
businessman should seriously 
consider what effect bad pub- 
licity of the suit may have on 
him and his business. 

A businessman who grants 
his customers credit will have 
many problems at one time or 
another with attempts at col- 
lection of the debts. At some 
point the businessman may have 
to try to ‘‘get blood from a 
stone’ if he is to stay in bus- 


iness and maintain his solvency. ©

ADULT RIGHTS 
When should adult rights be 
granted? 


There is no magic age of 
maturity. Adult rights don’t 
depend on the number of candles 
on a birthday cake. A few 
people can handle respon- 


Sibilities at age 12; others are 
still having problems at 60. 

Recently, the Children’s Bur- 
eau asked young people how they 
felt about age restrictions on 
activities and behavior. They 
found that young people do ac- 
cept some dividing line between 
youth and adult status. In fact, 
the youths indicated that they 
expected to acquire adult pri- 
veledges and responsibilities 
over a period of several years 
But they would like to begin 
sooner than is now possible 

Possibly, the most important 
item that came from the survey 
was that young people believe 
more emphasis should be placed 
on competence and less onpre- 
cise age. 

Too often, adults believe a 
child will automatically become 
mature when he reaches a cer- 
tain birthday This isn’t the 
case. Each child is striving 
for maturity, but maturity is 
determined by individual str- 
engths and weaknesses. 

Maturity is more than age. 
It means being responsible, em- 
otionally able to endure tension 
and do preductive work, and be- 
ing able to love and be loved 
WAISTBANDS 

Skirts, slacks and dresses 
which have elastic waistbands 
often twist.

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ginning of the year. But keep 
your plan simple so it won't 
become a burden.

SPITTLE BUGS 


I have had several calls this ; 


week on spittle bug damage. 
Evidence of spittle bug act- 
ivity is shown as a frothy 
substance on top of the grass. 
It can usually be seen early 
in the morning. These insects 
Suck plant juice from many 
different kinds of plants. The 
immature spittle bugs hide 
under masses of the frothy 
material. To control, spray 
or dust with Sevin or ,alathion, 
Incidentally, for people who 
have lawns infested with brown 
patch or dollar spot or other 
fungus diseases, the fungicide 
Benlate should be effective on 
these diseases. Iam planning 
to use some of my zoysia lawn 
within the next two weeks.

Special programs in 
reading, math and spec- 
ial education made avail- 
able under Title I, P.L. 
89-10 have enriched the 
curriculum of the schools 
in Coffee County, 

Implements of the 1971 
1972 Title I Program be- 
gan by identifying the e- 
ligibility of the pupils en- 
rolled in the Coffee Cou- 
nty Schools, All schools 
were qualified to partici- 
pate in the Title I Pro- 
gram. 

Results from the most 
recent testing program 


; 


were examined in an ef- 
fort to assess the speci- 
fic educational needs of 
the eligible students, Wh- 
ile deficiencies were ap- 
parent in nearly all aca- 
demic areas, the most 
notable weaknesses ap- 
peared to be those in 
reading and mathematics, 
Talks with teachers and 
principals, relating tothe 
reading levels in the lo- 
cal schools, servedtore- 
inforce our belief that our 
most pressing need invol- 
ved the reading skills. 
Consequently, reading 


was assigned first prior- 
ity for the Title I Pro- 
gram with mathematics 
and additional special ed- 
ucation units as our next 
most pressing needs, 

In each of the 6 Coffee 
County Schools, a num- 
ber of approaches are 
being used to place each 
Title I Child in grades 
1 through 6, in the learn- 
ing situation that is most 
appropriate for him. 
Some of these approaches 
stress early learning and 
readiness, an experience 
approach to language and 
reading and the acquisit- 
ion of those reading skills 
in which the student is 
deficient.

MATH PROGRAM 

It is generally agreed 
that a high percentage 
of difficulty experienced 
in high school and col- 
lege mathematics is dir- 
ectly due to the failure 
to master arithmetic in 
the elementary grades. 

Arithmetic can be dif- 
ficult, Skills which come 
easily to some members 
of a class can become 
a source of endless frus- 
tration and misery for 0- 
thers, There is, of 
course, a reason for this. 
Arithmetic is a childs 
first introduction to ab- 
stract science. Having 
spent all his young life 
with concrete, tangible- 
realities , he, all of a 
sudden, finds himself 
starring at a sheet of 
blank paper, being asked 
to visualize something. 
This is a difficult tran- 
sition, and no two child- 
ren react to it in the 
same way. The reaction, 
however, is important. 
Arithmetic is the 
first real challenge 
for many students, and 
their scholastic future 
may well depend on the 
outcome of this initial 
encounter. ; 

For these reasons, of- 
ficials of the Coffee Cou- 
nty Board of Education, 
the Title I Advisory Com- 
mittee, principals and 
teachers felt that it was 
essential to include math 
improvement as one of the

Additional Title I mo- 
ney received in January, 
1972 led to another meet~ 
ing with our principals 
and the Title I Advisory 
Committee from each of 
the county schools, Sin- 
ce there was not enough 
money to operate a sum- 
mer school program in 
each Title I School and 
since the cost of busing 
students during the sum- 
mer months was prohibi- 
tive the decision was 
made to operate a 6 week 
kindergarten program for 
Eligible Title I students 
in 5S of the 6 county sch- 
ools, Since a Head-St- 
art Program had. been 
in operation for the entire 
school year at New 
Brockton the decision was 
reached that there would 
not be enough eligible chi- 
ldren in that area to justi-

The kindergarten pro- 
gram began on April 10, 
1972 and operated through 
May 19, 1972, The pre- 
school children are child- 
ren who will be 6 years 
old by or on October 2 
1972 and eligible for first 
grade, They have en- 
joyed many new and var- 
ied experiences, They 
have been transported to 
and from school on the 
same buses as the other 
children, This has inv- 
olved them in a full day 
of school but ample rest 
periods were provided, 

The kindergarten pro- 
grain has provided a con- 
tinuity of experiences wh- 
ich promoted growth, ch- 
allenged thinking, and en- 
couraged the develope- 
ment of new skills, cog- 
nitive, affective and psy- 
chomotor, 

Two goals of the kind- 
ergarten were the devel- 
Opement of a positive self 
image and the develope- 
ment of the child’s abil- 
ity to communicate thr- 
ough the expression of his 
ideas and his feelings.
